ed cigarettes, drank beer, took a 
drink of wine occasionally. Under 
the prompting of the defense at- 
torney, Mrs. Symons said she had 
seen Dorothy take a sip of whisky 
now and then. 


When the counsel tried to go 


into Mrs. Symons' habit of smok- 
ink cigarettes, there was a brisk 
flurry between attorneys and the

PAYROLLS DROP NEAR- 


LY THIRD IN YEAR

The 
total 
pay 
roll of 


about 14,000 manufactur- 
ing .establishments report- 
ing to the Bureau of Labor 
Satistics dropped 32.06 pel- 
cent from December, 1929, 
to June, 1931, while the 
cost of living declined only 
'12.31 per cent, it was stat- 
ed orally recently at the De- 
partment of Labor. 
Part of the decline in the 


aggregate pay roll can be 
accounted for by the slack- 
ening of employment, which 
decreased 21.43 per cent in 
the period, but wage reduc- 
tions have obviously affect- 
ed the total also, 
it 
was 


pointed out. Fifty-four of 
the principal manufacturing 
industries are covered in the 
Bureau's figures. 


The following additional 


information was made avail- 
able: 


Non-manufacturing indus- 


tries likewise show a decline 
in pay roll totals that is 
generally larger than 
the 


decline in employment and 
the decline in the cost of liv- 
ing. 
The public utility com- 


panies reporting to the Bu- 
reau are exceptions. 


Xo estimates are available 


on the actual monetary re- 
duct inn in pay since the de- 
pression began. But the ag- 
gregate pay roll for nearly 
46,000 psta'blishments in 15 
large industrial groups, in- 
cluding both manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing bus- 
inesses was only $110,891,- 
821 in .InHP of this year, 
compaiv! with $132,349,158 
for 34,857 plants in 12 in- 
dustrial groups in Decem- 
ber, 1928.

Per capita earnings of em- 


ployes in the manufacturing 
industries reporting to the 
Department have been de- 
creasing, too. The weekly 
pay envelope in June, for 
instance, averaged 3.7 per 
cent lighter than in May and 
12 per cent less than in 
June, 1930. Actual average 
per capita weekly earnings 
in June were $22.90.

So these baffled busi- 
ness men dragged Paul and Silas

actly as had been the case with 
the accusers of Christ.

Paul got a real thrill out of these 
incidents which identified him with 
his Master. He meant much when 
he later wrote, "I have been cru- 
cified with Christ.''

STERLING SIGNED 


STATE RIVER BED 
DRILLING MEASURE 


AUSTIN, Oct. 7.—m—The bill 
authorizing the state to drill for 
oil in the Sabine river and other 
state owned river beds and chan- 
nels was signed by Governor R. 
S. Sterling and filed with the sec- 
retary of state today. 


The law, passed by the second 
extraordinary session of the legis- 
lature, will not. become effective 
until the first of next January. 
Under the constitution bills which 
do not receive a two-thirds major- 
ity vote of both houses on final 
passage do not become effective 
•until 90 days after adjournment of 
the legislature enacting them. 


Governor Sterling claimed the 
state could reclaim millions of 
barrels of oil under the Sabine 
river, in East" Texas, should it 
be empowered to drill on its own 
responsibility the river bed or lease 
it for exploration. 


He said yesterday an Indirect of- 
fer of a $500,000 bonus had been 
made by a California company for 
lease of the Sabine river bed, 
which meanders nine miles through 
the prolific field. 


The law will be administered by 
a board of mineral development 
comprising the governor, commis- 
sioner of the general land office 
and chairman of the railroad com- 
mission. 


Other bills signed were one vali- 
dating the creation of school dis- 
tricts of all kintis, one levying an 
annual occupation tax of $150 on 
money lenders and another giving 
county auditors in counties of 75,- 
000 population and more jurisdic- 
tion over navigation districts.

A pitch-and-run shot is safest 
and most accurate.

The idea is 
to pitch 'the ball through the air 
to the edge of the green

let it roll the rest of the way to 
the cup. A chip shot to the cup, 
with backspin to stop it dead, is 
a stroke requiring the most ex- 
pert control and a slight error in 
the swing may land you in a trap 
on the other side of the green. 
An air-line shot to the cup is a 
"good trick if you do it," but the 
pitch and-run is much easier to 
control. A few experiments with 
both shots will convince you that 
the shot is the safer of fthe two.

closer check on mixed bloods. 
But Dr. L. F. Schmeckebier, ex-
